* 'White there ban been no formal 
<i«elu*tlon of war between Greece and 
Turkey, it appears that hostilities be- 
tween the two nations have actually 
begun.

Cubans, and are preparing to evaouat 
the island, as their resources are ex 
bausted. It is not unreasonable, i 
view of the many contradictory re 
ports that have been received from 
Cuba, to assume that the statements 
of both Spaniards and Cubans are ex- 
aggerated, and that the war for inde- 
pendence is not yet ended. It is not 
probable that the insurgents, except a 
few under Gomez, have surrendered 
nor that the Spaniards have given up 
all hope of retaining Cuba ns one of 
its dependencies.

A little later than this/Safin year, com ^ 


ploinfe come to the Experiment Station 
respecting unusual deaths of range stock, 
chiefly cattle, suspected of plain poison- 
ing. A'ccompanying these reports are 
various theories respecting the identity 
of the 
suspected 
poisonous plants. 


''Lobelia," "Larkspur" and "Loco Weed" 
are names offered as being the probable 
plants to which these unusnal deaths are 
to be ascribed. 


There seems to be but little foundation 


for suspecting these plants, however, 
since the, only representative of the 
lobelia family of plants known to be at 
all common in Western Nevada, is an in- 
significant little herb, having most unin- 
viting wiry herbage. While the plant is 
found very generally scattered over the 
hills, it never occurs in abundance. It 
does not appear until later in the season

than the deaths referred to are reported; 
and, furthermore, we have no well de- 
fined reason tor considering the plant 
poisonous. 


Respecting larkspur, it may be said 


that one kind is very common through- 
out the western part ot the State. Tufts 
of leaves nppejr in March, the flowers 
continuing during May and June, the 
seeds ripening in June and July. It is 
so generally distributed and so plentiful 
as to be ocosssibb to stock on any range, 
and thus, if poisonous to any marked de- 
gree, would long ago have uome to be 
known 
as 
a 
plant 
of a specific 


poisonous naUro. Such does not seem 
to be tho case. Furthermore, feeding 
experiments involving two closely related 
wild larkspurs have bean performed by 
the Colorado Experiment Station (Bulle- 
tin No. 20) wliere tupa and loots In uw- 
ple quantity were fed to separate animals 
"Well developed, healthy yearling steers,, 
without effect in any case. 


Loco weed poisoning may have oc- 


curred. Indeed, such has been reported. 
Certain plants, at least closely related to 
the true loco weed, are known to occur 
on the 
ranges of southern Washoe 


county, but their poisonous properties 
are yet to be established. In the special 
oases of poisoning reported to the writer, 
the symptoms were not those peculiar to 
loco poisoning, seemingly dispelling the 
theory of poisoning of this character. 


In May of 1896, the writer, in com- 


pany with Dr. W. McN. Miller visited 
the vicinity of Alkali Lake near Purdy'e 
Station, where deaths had been reported. 
On searching the portion of the range 
where deaths had occurred, numerous 
specimens of the plant bearing the com- 
mon names wild sego and Baud corn were 
found: Some of these plants were found 
to have been eaten off, strengthening the 
theory of their possible responsibility foi 
the recent deaths. This theory is sup* 
ported by the known poisonous nature oi 
this plant and some of its near relatives. 


Illustrated Newspaper Bullelin No. 5 


entitled "A Poisonous Plant" relating to 
this plant, was distributed to the papers 
of the State, on May 9,1893, and it is be- 
lieved printed by most of them shortly 
afterward. This article contained a briel 
description of the plant and its habits, 
and an account of an authentic case oi' 
poising which had just occurred at the 
Indian School at Carson, whore seven ol 
the inmates had been poisoned by eating 
the bulbs of this plant, specimens oi 
which Bent for identification, accom- 
panied the statement of the case. 
Iii view ot cumprelienslYe study of this 


plant to bo pursued at the Experimenl 
Station, where its botanical, chemical one 
toxic properties will bo thoroughly in- 
vestigated, this bulletin is presented to 
call forth such information from stock 
men and others as may add to the value 
of the more strictly scientific studies con- 
templated.
